Tin- leaders ,,f the iimb seemed to be 
young r,iiiglis from the east I'lid. .At 10 
ii elo,rk Sir Charles i^ave u[. theatleiiipt I,, 
cintrol the mob with ihe police force at 
his diaiiosal, and calleil upon the military ; 
authorities for aasistiiice. .\ det.ichinent • 
iif mounted and foot life giianls i 
ipiickly responded, having been held in i 
readiness for such an emergency. Their [ 
appearance, together with that of ji large ' 
reiuforcemeiil of police, resiilte,! in Ihe 
crowd being overawed anil the streets 
were soon cleared. Most of the |ieople 
seemed by coninion consent to lake up 
their march b.r llydi' Park. .\ inagislrale 
who had come with the military to 
read the riut act, remained on the 
ground but had no occasion to read the 
the act. .\l six o'llock I he mil it ary and 
police were still ill possi'ssi, ,11 .'iiiil lioldiiig 
the sipiare. A slioir^ forei. also hail lieeii 
sent lo llyd,. Park. 

The si eiie al Tiaf.alg.ir Sipiare to-day 
has not been eipialled since IKIiG, when 
the [icople, in asserting tnoir rights to 
public meetings, destroyed the railings of 
Hyde Park. Farly in ti 
liion took possessi, Ul of 
its approaches, .ilid pi epaled lo hold 
and prevent the advertised meeting from 
taking iilace. Soon Ihe diU'eriuil club 
associations, etc. , began to arrive, after 
having marched through the various dis- 
tricts in which they belonged, headed In- 
1 lands of music and flying Hags, b;inners. 
si reamers, etc. Those dotachmelits were 
coiiiposid of sociidists, radicals, Irish so 
cietics and a few liinles asso,.i.il i, ,ns, and 
as fast its they came to the .sipiaie they 
wore attacked aud dispersed by the police 
only to reaasemblo and preaa forward. 
Later on, aa the crowds became more 
dense, tierce lights wen' started between 
I he police and the mob in .Noi l In 1111 berlaiid 
Avenue, Whitehall, Pall .Mall, and olliei 
adjaeeiil streets, in which 1 he\ ueie inii 
formly llu! vitdims, one di laehuuuit, 
headed by a baud, succeeding in gelling 
into the .Stjuare and a bloody light ensued 
which ended tinally in the repulse of the 
intruders and with the injury of many 
persons. With this detachment was .Mr. 
II. C. (Irahain, liberal iiieinbcr of pallia, 
ineiil for North West Lanarkshire, who 
was seriously hurt and siibseipieiil ly ar 
rested on the idiarge of assaulting the 
police. At 4:4(1 this aftiirnoon the cniwd 
numbored easily 1()(),()0(», and it becamo 
so perfectly manifest that the police were 
[lowerless to diaperse them, that the mill 
laiy was siinimoned. In response to this 
eali ;i. force of cavalry .and iid'aiiliy 
eaiiie up 011 to tin- ground bin 
they refrained from chargiie^ on the uml 
I il ildc becailHe Ihe people w ere awed by 
the presence of the triiop.s and began to 
dispersu and hy dusk comjjar.itivoly few 
remaineil. Two hundred oitiiions ,and 40 
of the police wore injured in tlio succea- 
sioii of melees that tool; plaeo and about 
thirty of the distiirbeiH v.iu-e arrested, in- 
cluding Burns, the socialist leader. Some 
of the injured wove well cnoiijjii to leave 



the liospital litter tlioir wounds had been 

dressed, wdiile others were so badly hurt 
that they cannot fully recover for weeks. 
Olio patient, in Charing ( 'l oss hospital, is 
torribly burned with vitrol, which was 
squirted ^011 him from a .syringe, .\noihor 
man, who is seriously cut in the thigh 
and other places says he roceived wounds 
from two policemen, one of whom thrust a 
bayonet Ihroiiudi his thigh while the other 
I st.dibed him willia kiiib..

Jainea street mid 

I'AI.I, .MALI,, 

about four o'clock hooting the Carl- 
ton club as they passed its post 
and cheering the Uefonn club when 
they reached its ipmilers. When the 
crowd reached the .Vth i'iium the Jiidice 
liarreil llieir further progress ;uid the 
olliceis ill command shouted, "Voii can't . 
go any farther. ' The crowd pressed on, 
however, and the police charged on them 
with batons draw'ti. The crowd resisted 
for a luoiiient but the onslaught of tho 
police was 1,1,1 much bu- them to resist 
and the\' f,dl back. The pidice [died 
their clubs vig,,rously, broke down the 
banners e.nried b}' the procession and 
Irode upon tliiuii and soon the mob 
was in full return on their way b.ick. The 
ret realiiig crowd met another procession 
,1, iiiiiic to the sipiare and with this body 
the lleeiiig men returned. Upon tho ar- 
rival of the augmented crowd on the scone 
of the iirsl light thiy were met by an in- 
creased bnreof iioliee. In a surprising 
short space of time t he bii iniilable loi.ikillg 
inob were scattered in all direcrion.s. The 
ciowil llieii lilocked the passage to Pall 
Mall and Carlton House Terrace. While 
all this had been gofhg on the Prince of 
Wales was sitting in ii cab near by uiiob- 
■served by the crowd or the police.' NN'heli 
t III' sei-oiiil procession »\ as sealii-reil and 
broken lip liedileeted the cab to be turned 
and driven to M irlborougli House, where 
he ordered somelhing to drink to be 
Kcrved to all iiolieeiiieii on duty near the 
house.

Mr. .1. S. Coddard, of Boston" arrived 
do>vn on thoAiieoii from tbe luinua of the 
IJnioii Milling Cc on.

A careful survey made demon- 
strated that about eight hundred feel 
would reach the ore; seven hundred feet 
of this had been driven when Mr. (!od- 
dard left, the work now being in highly 
mineralized .slate, iiidicaliiig the near 
vicinity of Ibe ledge. Water power lias 
heon u.sed for driving the drills tbe past 
si.\ nioiiths, it being secured from (irant 
creek, which cuts through the ledge. 
The eoinpaiiyown tiftueu hundred feet on 
either side of this creek, and at this point 
it is ex[>o8ed a width of 300 feet, and 
several hundred feet in buight.
